St. Petersburg, Nov. 14.—There is 


much satisfaction here over the re- 
sult of the czar's visit abroad. 
It is 


believed that a complete understand- 
ing was reached with Germany and 
France regarding the near and far 
east, making for peace and rendering 
Russia's rear secure in the event of 
future hostilities with Japan. 
While 


the danger of hostilities Is considered 
over for the present, despite the war- 
like tone of the eastern dispatches. It 
is realized that 
the settlement is 


merely 
patchwork. 
A high official 


said: "Russia wants peace but she is 
ready for war. Japan finding us pre- 
pared, fears the test."

. Guayaquil, Ecuador, Nov. 14—Gen-• 
eral Plaza, president of Ecuador, has 
cabled to President Marroquin of Co- 
lombia, sympathizing with him in the 
recent events on the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama. 
President Marroquin has re- 


plied thanking General 
Plaza and 


adding that Generals Reyes. Caba!- 
leros, Ospina and Holguin are march- 
lag on Panama with a large army to 
subdue the isthmians. 


Panama. Nov. 14.—Great gratifica- 


tion was expressed by Jose Augustia 
Arango. president at the junta, when 
the news was received of the recep- 
tion of M. Philippe Bunua-Varilla as j 
minister of the republic of Panama j 
by President Roosevelt. 


President Arango stated that this j 


act of President Roosevelt made pos- 
sible the negotiation of a canal treaty. 
Senor Arango asserted that Governor 
Melendez will 
not permit General 


Reyes, who is coming from Bogota 
on a peace mission, to land unless he 
came as the envoy of Colombia, ac- 
credited to the republic of Panama. 
It is feared that should General Reyes 
persist in landing otherwise than as [ 
an envoy so accredited his presence j 
will create trouble, and 
for 
this 


reason the government has decided to 
refuse him permission to land.

Will Prevent Fighting. 


Washington. Nov. 14.—Both Secre- 


tary Hay and General Young, the 
chief of staff of the army, had retired 
when the bulletin announcing that an 
army from Colombia was marching 
' against the isthmians came, so that 
it was impossible to learn what action 
the government might take to meet 
the issue which will he raised. Rum- 
ors were current that the government 
Intended to send United States troops 
to the Isthmus of Panama, but posi- 
tive official denials were made that 
nuch was the intention of the admin- 
istration, which sometime ago assert- 
ed its purpose »o prevent fighting 
that would endanger the free transit 
of the isthmus.
